God,  Torah  and  Israel 


This  past  summer,  I  was  asked  a 

straightforward  question  that  startled  me. 

At  a  planning  meeting  for  the  current 
year,  a  lay  leader  turned  to  me  and  asked  what 
our  synagogue  stands  for.  Certainly  as  we 
embarked  on  a  year  of  activity,  she  explained,  it 
would  be  nice  to  hear  from  the  Rabbi  the  ideals 
that  should  inform  our  efforts.  The  exchange 
made  me  realize  that  perhaps  I  had  never 
articulated  the  values  underpinning  everything 
we  do  and  should  be  doing  as  a  congregation  - 
an  oversight  that  I  now  seek  to  rectify. 

The  core  elements  are  God,  Torah  and  Israel.  These  three 
elements  stand  at  the  center  of  everything  I  hope  our  synagogue 
will  accomplish  in  the  years  ahead.  The  list  did  not  originate 
with  me,  but  when  it  comes  to  identifying  Jewish  values, 
originality  is  hardly  a  virtue. 

God.  Our  congregation  is  first  and  foremost  a  house  of 
prayer.  Unlike  a  JCC,  the  92nd  Street  Y,  UJA-Federation,  or 
any  other  institution  of  Jewish  civic  life,  the  synagogue  is  a 
place  to  address  the  spiritual  strivings  of  its  membership.  We 
do  not  seek  to  replicate  the  services  of  yesteryear,  but  to  enable 
our  congregants  to  hear  God’s  eternal  voice  today.  Judaism  is  a 
religion  of  sacred  deeds;  it  is  through  performing  mitzvot  that 
we  seek  to  give  a  human  response  to  our  quest  for  God.  In  times 
of  joy  and  sadness,  community  activity  and  quiet  reflection,  the 
clergy  of  Park  Avenue  seek  to  bring  God’s  presence  into  our 
midst. 

Torah.  We  are  the  People  of  the  Book.  In  this  context 
“Torah”  means  not  only  the  Five  Books  of  Moses,  but  all  of 


Jewish  learning.  Study  of  and  familiarity  with 
our  sacred  tradition  is  the  starting  point  for  an 
engaged  Jewish  identity.  Every  educator  on  the 
Park  Avenue  staff  has  a  responsibility  to  make 
the  traditions  of  our  people  come  alive  with  a 
pressing  relevance  to  the  lives  of  our  members. 
Torah,  while  it  is  our  unique  sacred  inheritance, 
bears  a  message  for  all  of  humanity.  A  living 
torah  thus  speaks  both  to  our  particular  identity 
and  to  our  shared  humanity. 

Israel.  Israel  includes  both  the  modem 
state  of  Israel  and  the  entire  people  of  Israel.  A 
contemporary  Jewish  identity  that  does  not  engage  with  the  State 
of  Israel  is  incomplete.  A  Jewish  identity  that  does  not  extend 
to  include  world  Jewry  is  also  unfulfilled.  To  be  Jewish  means 
to  understand  your  personal  destiny  as  part  of  the  grand  Jewish 
narrative  and  circle  of  concern.  Hospital  visits,  shiva  calls,  and 
daily  minyan  are  as  much  a  part  of  this  global  and  local  sense  of 
belonging  and  shared  responsibility  as  communal  celebrations 
and  generous  giving. 

There  is  much  more  to  say  about  each  element.  Over  the  fall 
I  will  be  teaching  a  three-session  course  devoted  to  elucidating 
each  one  in  turn.  Apart  from  this  direct  answer  to  the  congregant 
who  asked  what  PAS  stands  for,  I  hope  that  as  you  read  our  Fall 
Program  Calendar,  you  will  see  that  all  of  our  classes  and  events 
are  expressions  of  the  above  ideals. 

“Israel,  Torah  and  God  are  one.”  The  Jewish  mystical 
tradition  teaches  that  these  three  interlocking  elements  form  the 
nucleus  of  our  Judaism.  So  too,  they  define  and  unify  us  as  a 
congregation.  The  rest,  as  they  say,  is  commentary.

Why  Giving  to  Your  Synagogue  Matters 


Recently  Newsweek  published  a  column 
by  Lisa  Miller  entitled  “The  Cost  of 
Being  Jewish:  How  the  Recession 
Affects  Religion.”  Miller  describes  the 
challenges  faced  by  rising  costs  of  membership 
at  synagogues,  the  choices  families  must  make 
in  challenging  economic  times  and  the  potential 
for  membership  levels  to  be  under  pressure  at 
many  synagogues  with  traditional  models  of 
membership  based  on  dues.  She  asks  the  most 
fundamental  of  questions.  “Why  does  it  cost  so 
much  to  be  Jewish?  At  a  time  when  American 
families  are  tightening  household  budgets,  does  it  really  make 
sense  to  continue  to  charge  thousands  of  dollars  to  participate  in 
Jewish  life?” 

Similarly,  Beth  S.  Wenger  argued  in  her  1996  book  New 
York  Jews  and  the  Great  Depression:  Uncertain  Promise  that 
despite  the  solace  and  spiritual  retreat  that  synagogues  offered  to 
members,  synagogue  support  was  dramatically  reduced  during 
the  Great  Depression  as  families  under  economic  pressure 
looked  at  their  dues  as  a  family  budget  item  to  be  saved  despite 
whatever  spiritual  or  religious  value  the  synagogue  provided.  As 
chronicled  in  our  125th  anniversary  history,  Unbroken  Chain: 
Celebrating  125  Years ,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  itself  faced 
difficult  times  during  the  Great  Depression. 

Our  synagogue  is  managing  its  way  through  today’s 
challenging  economic  times  in  a  variety  of  ways.  We  have  lived 
within  our  means  for  many  years  and  we  will  continue  to  do  so. 
Our  expenses  are  monitored  closely,  and  our  endowment  assets 
have  been  maintained  through  careful  management.  We  have 
limited  dues  increases  to  the  lowest  levels  for  many  years.  We 
minimize  the  fees  charged  to  members  for  many  community 
events,  and  many  events  are  free. 

Your  clergy  and  other  professionals  work  together  with  your 
lay  leadership  to  make  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  a  vibrant  center 
of  Jewish  life  offering  a  wide  range  of  experiences  for  members 


of  all  interests  and  every  age.  Whether  you  come 
for  classes  or  concerts,  services  or  ice  cream 
socials,  book  discussions  or  ballgames.  Park 
Avenue  Synagogue  is  a  second  home  where  you 
can  use  your  intellect,  deepen  your  faith,  and 
enrich  your  spirit.  The  Fall  Program  guide  that 
is  enclosed  this  month’s  Bulletin  presents  a  wide 
range  of  activities.  I  hope  that  every  member 
finds  a  new  aspect  of  synagogue  life  to  explore 
this  year. 

As  a  result  of  our  commitment  to  minimize 
the  cost  of  membership,  dues  alone  are 
insufficient  to  enable  us  to  provide  a  broad  array  of  religious 
and  cultural  experiences  to  all  members.  In  fact,  dues  represent 
less  than  40%  of  our  budget.  We  rely  on  the  generosity  of  our 
members  for  financial  security  and  stability.  In  particular,  our 
Kol  Nidre  campaign  is  one  of  our  primary  sources  of  revenue 
and  is  critical  to  the  financial  health  of  our  synagogue.  We  hope 
for  100%  participation  from  all  members. 

We  depend  on  your  generosity  to  achieve  our  community 
goals  of  making  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  your  Jewish  home, 
where  you  find  intellectual  and  spiritual  splendor,  comfort  and 
care.  Last  year,  despite  the  challenging  economic  environment, 
you  answered  our  call  and  enabled  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  to 
take  important  steps  for  its  future.  We  ask  again  this  year  that 
everyone  give  as  generously  as  they  can  to  this  wonderful  and 
storied  institution. 

I  hope  every  member  was  inspired  during  our  High  Holy  Day 
and  Festival  services.  I  ask  that  everyone  give  as  generously  as 
they  can.  As  I  said  on  Kol  Nidre,  on  behalf  of  the  Officers  and 
Board  of  Trustees  of  your  Synagogue,  I  wish  everyone  a  shanah 
tovah  u-metukah  -  a  good  and  sweet  year  -  and  pray  that  all 
of  our  members  and  their  families  are  written  and  sealed  in  the 
Book  of  Life  for  a  year  and  life  of  health,  happiness,  peace, 
prosperity,  and  friendship.  Thank  you.

The  Spirituality  of  Welcoming 


The  Lord  appeared  to  Abraham  by  the 
terebinths  of  Mamre;  he  was  sitting  at 
the  entrance  of  the  tent  as  the  day  grew 
hot.  (Genesis  18:1).  The  Midrash  teaches  us  that 
Abraham  and  Sarah’s  tent  had  no  walls.  Not 
only  could  they  see  every  wayfarer  and  extend  a 
generous  welcome,  all  those  who  sought  refuge 
could  easily  enter  their  loving  embrace.  What 
is  the  first  prayer  we  recite  upon  entering  the 
synagogue  in  the  morning?  Mah  tovu  ohalekha 
ya  'akov  mishkenotekha  y Israel,  How  good  are 
your  tents,  O  Jacob,  your  prayer  houses,  O  Israel! 

A  good  synagogue,  like  a  good  tent,  should  be  easily  accessible, 
open  to  those  seeking  a  place  to  call  home. 

During  Rosh  Hashanah,  I  spoke  of  the  many  portals 
through  which  we  enter  this  community.  I  also  emphasized  the 
importance  of  opening  our  doors  to  individuals  who  have  yet 
to  find  their  spiritual  home.  Dr.  Ron  Wolfson,  author  of  The 
Spirituality  of  Welcoming  suggests  that  we  need  to  “open  our 
doors  wide,  put  out  the  welcome  mat,  invite  in  the  newcomer, 
and  extend  hospitality  to  all  who  enter,  to  bring  them  closer  to 
our  spiritual  community.” 

Some  of  the  newcomers  we  welcome  this  year  will  be 
seeking  to  become  Jews  through  our  new  conversion  program, 
Masa'ot:  Journey  into  Judaism.  In  addition  to  offering  them 
formal  learning  opportunities,  we  will  encourage  these 


individuals  to  become  full  participants  in  the 
spiritual,  intellectual,  and  social  activities  of  our 
community. 

Other  newcomers  will  be  young  professionals 
in  their  20’s  and  30’s  entering  our  doors  for 
one  of  many  exciting  new  programs  this  year. 
Whether  they  come  to  Shabbat  dinners  or  to  a 
much  anticipated  “Last  Lecture”  series,  these 
individuals  will  ultimately  be  looking  for  a 
sacred  community  that  values  their  needs.  PAS  is 
and  can  be  this  community. 

Finally,  be  on  the  look  out  for  children  at 
play.  According  to  our  new  Director  of  Young  Family  Education, 
one-third  of  our  congregation  has  children  under  the  age  of 
six.  This  will  now  translate  into  many  more  Shabbat  morning 
programs  and  holiday  events  for  young  children  as  well  as  a 
study,  reading  and  discussion  group  for  their  parents.  I  am  also 
excited  to  announce  that  we  are  creating  a  dedicated  space  where 
young  children  and  parents  can  hear  and  be  part  of  our  Sanctuary 
services  while  in  a  child-friendly  environment. 

Our  synagogue,  like  Abraham  and  Sarah’s  tent,  is  opening  its 
doors.  The  Talmud  teaches  us  that  welcoming  newcomers  is  a 
greater  mitzvah  than  welcoming  the  Shekhinah,  God’s  presence 
(Shabbat  127a).  We  hope  to  help  each  individual,  created  in 
God's  image,  feel  welcomed  to  the  spiritual,  intellectual  and 
social  life  of  the  PAS  community.

Programming  at  a  New  Level

As  we  leave  the  Holidays  behind  us,  the  Youth  Activities  department  is  looking  at 

innovative  programming.  From  hiking  and  apple-picking  in  Cold  Springs,  NY,  to  the 
Bronx  Zoo  and  a  Broadway  musical,  we’re  aiming  to  take  youth  programming  to  the  next 

level. 

We’ve  created  new  programs  for  Middle  School  students  that  are  designed  to  complement  the 
Congregational  School  curriculum  as  students  move  past  Bar  or  Bat  Mitzvah  and  into  the  Rabbi 
Judah  Nadich  High  School. 

New  initiatives  in  the  Rabbi  Judah  Nadich  High  School  include  a  social  action  track  anchored 
in  the  traditions  and  success  of  our  PAS  Food  Pantry  and  an  innovative  teachers’  assistant/ 
leadership  development  program.

Make  Books  Your  Companions... 


Make  books  your  companions; 
let  your  bookshelves  be  your 
gardens; 

bask  in  their  beauty, 
gather  their  fruit, 
pluck  their  roses, 
take  their  spices  and  myrrh. 

— Judah  Ibn  Tibbon,  1150 

The  New  York  Times  reported  last 
month  that  while  almost  three 
times  as  many  people  as  last 
year  are  reading  e-books,  print  books 
still  have  their  devotees.  As  Jews,  we 
do  not  give  up  one  form  of  written  text 
when  the  next  one  becomes  fashionable. 
The  Torah  may  be  the  only  “book”  that 
is  currently  read  and  studied  in  all  the 
forms  in  which  it  has  ever  appeared  -  as 
a  handwritten  scroll,  a  handwritten  codex 
(book),  a  printed  book,  and  as  an  e-book 
and  app.  Even  if  you  prefer  e-books 
for  recreational  reading,  when  you  are 
called  to  the  Torah,  you’ll  read  from  a 
scroll,  and  when  you  follow  the  service, 
you’ll  hold  a  printed  siddur.  Whether 
you  prefer  print  books,  or  you’re  taking 
a  break  from  your  e-reader,  come  to  the 
Edmond  de  Rothschild  Library  for  Jewish 
classics,  current  fiction  and  nonfiction, 
and  children’s  books. 

We  added  many  items  over  the 
summer  and  we  continue  to  add  titles 
every  week.  Some  of  these  books  have 


been  published  in  the  current  year;  others 
have  been  in  print  for  longer  but  were 
missing  from  our  collection.  Here  are  a 
few  highlights. 

20th  Century  Jewish  Religious  Thought:

Museum  of  Art  sheds  light  on  the  creator 
of  the  matchless  stained  glass  windows  in 
the  PAS  lobby  and  chapel.
